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ANNUAL REPORT ON INDIAN EPIGRAPHY 
FOR THE YEAR 1988-89 


INTRODUCTION 


GENERAL 


During the year under report, 375 inscriptions in all were examined by the Epigraphy Branch. Of 
these, 9 copper-plate grants and 158 stone inscriptions were examined by the Office of the Director 
of Epigraphy, Mysore. The copper-plate charters are included in Appendix A. Appendix B contains 
stone inscriptions most of which were collected by the members of this office. In Appendix C are 
included 208 Arabic and Persain Inscriptions examined by the Superintending Epigraphist for Arabic 
and Persian Inscriptions. Appendix D contains a list of the negatives of the photographs taken during 


the year. 


I visited some places in Madhya Pradesh and Maharashtra and my collection includes Nos. B. 
118 and 130. Dr. Ram Sharma, Superintending Epigraphist (since retired) visited some places in 
Gujarat and his collection includes No. B 19. Dr. A. Ramulu, the then Deputy Suptdg. Epigraphist 
visited Bhubanéévar, Orissa. His collection includes stone inscriptions Nos. B 132 and 150, brought 
from Udayagiri in Cuttack District. Shri T.S. Ravishankar, Senior Epigraphical Assistant (presently 
Deputy Suptdg. Epigraphist). visited Indore, Dhar and Ujjain in Madhya Pradesh. His collection 
includes Nos. A 1 and 2, B 39, 107 and 113. Shn S. Nagarjuna, Senior Epigraphical Assistant, 
undertook village-to-village survey of Gadwal Taluk, Mahbubnagar District, Andhra Pradesh. Nos. 
B 4 and 8 of his collection are interesting. 


In examining the estampages of the inscriptions noticed in Appendix A and B and in the 
preparation of the report and making it press ready, I was assisted by Dr. Ram Sharma, Dr. 
M.D. Sampath (presently Chief Epigraphist), Shri M.J. Sharma and Shri T.S. Ravishankar (presently 
Deputy Superintending Epigraphists}, Shri N.N. Swamy, Dr. C.A. Padmanabha Sastry, Shn Jai 
Prakash, Shri D.M. Nagaraju, Shri S. Nagarjuna (presently Assistant Superintending Epigraphists), 


Dr.S.Swanunathan, Senior Epigraphical Assistant and other members of technical staff. 


The inscriptions. listed in Appendix ‘C? were examined by Shri. N.M. Ganam, Superintending 
Epigraphist for Arabic and Persian inscriptions (since retired), Archaeological Survey of India at 
Nagpur and his colleagues. Except for one epigraph (No.C 1), the photograph of which was received 
from Superintending Archaeologist, Archaeological Survey of India, Guwahati, Assam, the epigraphs 
were copied from various places in Bihar, Haryana, Karnataka, Rajasthan. Tamil Nadu. Union 
Territory of Pondicherry and Uttar Pradesh by Sarvashri M.F. Khan, Superintending Epigraphist 
(since retired) assisted by S.S. Hussain. Assistant Superintending Epigraphist (since retired), Dr. M.Y. 
Quddusi, Dr. M. 1. Quddusi (the former presently working as Assistant Superintending Epigraphist 
and the latter as Supertending Epigraphist) and Shri G.S. Khwaja, Senior Epigraphical Assistant. 
The list includes a few previously published epigraphs also, as their re-examination has been quite 
useful. 


During the year under review, as in the previous years, facibties for doing research on Indian 
Epigraphy and allied subjects were provided for scholars from India and abroad. 


COPPER - PLATES 
NĀYAKAS OF MADURAI- No. A. 7, now in the possession of the Figupponandal Mutt 
at Kumbhakonam, Kumbhakonam Taluk, Thanjavur District, Tamil Nadu, dated Saka 1647 (1725 


A.D.). is important from ihe point of religio-social aspect of the Indian life. This record registers 
the renewal of gifts of the villages Ariyanapuram, Sevvalagovam and Sittürusinnampatte, situated 
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on the northern bank of the river Tambraparni and to the south of Madura. The gift was made for 
the maintenance of the Nayakam-pandaram, by the people of Kāši, for conducting daily worship 
and for special worship during the months of Karttika and Vaišākha and also for food distribution 


(annadana) at Kadi. 


RULERS OF UDAIPUR:- The copper-plate charter No.A.1 which is now preserved in the 
Central Museum, Indore, Indore District, Madhya Pradesh, belongs to the reign of mahérajadhiraja, 
maharana Jagat Singhaji. It is dated V.S. 1684 (1628 A.D.) and records the benevolent work of 
the king vtz., granting of lands to a person probably named Pacholi Kēsēdāsa. The inscription 
is important as it relates to Jagat Singhaji I (1628-1652 A.D.), the great grandson of mahárana 
Pratapa (1572-1597 A.D.). the national hero of Rājaputānā (An advanced History of Indra by 
R.C. Majumdar, H.C. Rayachaudhari and Kalikinkara Datta, pp. 450, 608-09). 


RULERS OF BUNDĪ:- No. A.3. deposited in the same Central Museum, Indore, records some 
gift of land by maháraya Uméd Singh probably to a Jain temple (vide, arahat in line 4). However. 
the details are not available. The record is dated V.S. 1863 (1806 A.D.) and the donor Uméd Singh 
may be identified with his namesake ^. ho was the son of Budha Singh, the ruler of Bundi in Rajasthan 
(The History and Culture of the Indian People - The Maratha Supremacy, p.142.) 


MISCELLANEOUS : No. A. 8, the copper-plate charter in Telugu from the Tiruppanandal 
Mutt, Kumbhakēņam, Kumbhakonam Taluk, Thanjavur District, Tami] Nadu, registers gift of the 
village Abhinamangalam situated in the Mallava-nadu of Trichināpalli-chāvadi. The gift was entrusted 
to Giri Dhanushkēti-sāstri of Rāmēšvaram for maintaining the annaddna-dharma (providing free 
food) at Ramésvaram and Kasi by Veñkatáchala Reddi, son of Lingā Reddi and a grandson of Nallappa 
Reddi. The gift village is stated to have been situated in the division of Torayūru-nāyarnkaram. 
The record refers itself to the reign of Venkatapatidéva, ruling from the capital of Ghanagiri (t.e. 
Penugonda) at present in Anantapur District of Andhra Pradesh and is dated Šaka 1666, Raktākshi, 
Pushya ba. Amāvāsyā, Kali 4845 corresponding to 1745 A.D., January 21, Monday. As the 
Vijayanagara rule came to an end in the year 1681 A.D., the record appears to be spurious (cf. 
A History of Karnataka by P.B. Desai, S.H. Ritti and B.R. Gopal, pp. 427, 2nd edition 1981). 


INSCRIPTIONS ON STONE AND OTHER MATERIALS 


CHAULUKYA OF ANAHILAPATAKA - No. B112, a fragmentary slab kept in the 
Vikramakirti - mandir Museum, Ujjain, Ujjain Tahsil, Ujjain District, Madhya Pradesh, which 
was discovered from the Bhartariguphā, Ujjain Tahsil and District, belongs to the reign of 
mahūrājādhirāja, tribhuvana-ganda, Siddha-chakravartti, Avamtinātha and Varvaraka-jishnu 
Jayasimhadeva, who defeated Yasovarman, the king of Mālwā. After the battle, the kingdom of 
Mālwā was held for him by his feudatory Mahādēva, who was a son of Damda* Dādāka belonging 
to the Nāgara race. The record is dated Vikrama 1195 (1138 A.D.) and mentions that ma- 
hatiama Dādāka was the officer incharge of the seal at Aņahilapātaka (vide., D.R. Bhandarkar, 
Indian Antiguary, Vol. XLII, p. 258). Though fragmentary. the inscription is of great importance 
for the history of the Chaulukyas of Gujarat and Paramāras. 


MUGHAL - No. B. 24 from Jaladurga, Lingsugur Taluk, Raichur District, Karnataka, is 
engraved on a slab fixed to the gate of the fort. It records the names of Banda-singh and the 
Mughal emperor Alamgir Ghazi (Aurangazeb} who conquered the fort. The record is bilingual and 


dated 1111 A.H. (1699 A.D.). It is very important as it informs for the first time that Aurangazeb 
conquered in addition to Wakinkhera or Wāgingerā, the 
on 27th April 1705 A.D., whereas the fort of Jaladurga 
only the capture of W 


Fort of Jaladurga. Wāgingerā was captured 
was captured in 1699 A.D., earlier. Hitherto, 


āgingerā fort by emperor Aurangzeb was referred to in the annals of history, 


but now the capture of J aladurga must also be taken into account. Further, it may be taken into

cognizance that the Mughal army had its activities spread in this region even earlier to +699 A.D. 
(The conguest of Wāgingerā is mentioned by Sir Jadunath Sarkar in History of Aurangazeb, Vol. 
V,p.192). The name of the Officer viz. Banda Singh, Bundēlā is also worth noticing. 


PARAMĀRA - Among the fragments (as many as 47 in number) found in the course of 
conservation of the flooring at Bhējašāla, at Dhār, Dhar Tahsil and District, Madhya Pradesh, No. 
B.39 is in Prākrit language mixed with Sanskrit and written in Nāgari characters of about the 11th 
century A.D. lt records some pious work executed by the great king Bhēja, who was a learned 
person himself and a patron of learning. Unfortunately the record is mutilated at the crucial-juncture 
retaining a portion which reads : Sri Bhojadéva virachité kavi.... Besides, of particular importance 
is number B 30 (Bhējašāla No. 2) which records the name of a work Abhinava-Bharati svarupokt: 
by the great author on poetics and a great philosopher of his time Abhinavagupta. The work was 
a commentary on Bharata’s Vatyasastra and it was also called Nātyavēda Vivritti (History of 
Sanskrit Poetics - P.V. Kane, p. 47-48). | 


PANDYA. - No. B. 156 from Chakkarappalli, Papanasam Taluk, Thanjavur District, Tamil 
Nadu. written in Sanskrit Language and Grantha and Tamil characters commences with the prašastt, 
viz., Jagadādhāra etc. of the king Chadaiyavarman Sundarapāndya (Jatavarman Sundarapāndya). 
It records the provisions made for the Chittirai-festival at the village Tiruchchakkarappalli, situated 
to the west of the highway called Vaniganperuvali by the mercantile body, Vanika-Nagarattàr in 
Padinnenbhümi of Kannanürkoppam and Irandukarai-nadu. It is dated in the king’s regnal year 17. 


VIJAYANAGARA - No. B. 157, from the same place, pertains to Tirumalaidēva-mahārāja 
and is dated Saka 1267. Written in Tamil language and script, it records the gift of land by the king 
as sarvamānya to the temple of the god Aliyavradamkonda-nayanar at Ariyalir. Further it records 
that for the mahàpüjà and monthly services, provisions were made from the taxes such as kulavart, 
pulavari, kāņikka-šēdi and kottuilakkai, etc. The royal order was entrusted to Aravamudu-bhattar, 
described as a poet (üsukavi) and a resident of Maņalūr in the Nityavinoda-valanàdu. The date of 
this record is irregular. 


MISCELLANEOUS : No. B 4, from Gadwāl, Gadwal Taluk and Mahabubnagar District, 
Andhra Pradesh, in characters of the 11th - 12th century A.D., records the construction of a basadai 
to Pāršva - bhattaraka (the 23rd Tirthankara) by Bichcharasamaharaja and handing over of the same 
to the Jain saint Padmanandi-maladharideva. There are a number of Jain saints bearing this name, 
Padmanandi-maladhàrideva. Maladhāridēva of our record belongs to the Jain pontiffical lineage of 
Mūla-saīmngha, Kondakund-ānvaya, Désiya-gana and Pustaka-gachchha. 


No. B 16 from Rēhtāsgarh, Rohtasgarh Tahsil, Rohtasgarh District, Bihar belongs to the reign 
of mahārāja-mahāšri Mānasingh and records the date of the completion of the main gate of the fort 
at Rēhtāsgarh. It is dated V.S. 1654 (1597 A.D., March 28). The record is in Sanskrit language and 
Nāgari characters. 


ARABIC AND PERSIAN INSCRIPTIONS 


Important Arabic and Persian inscriptions noticed in the Appendix ‘C’ are reviewed below: 


MAMLUK - The only record of the Mamlūks, No.C 107, comes from Rohtak, the district 
headquarters, Haryana. It is a fragmentary bilingual inscription, found at Khokrakhot, a suburb 
of Rohtak city, during the excavation of a site. The inscriptional slab is now deposited in the 
Archaeological Museum, Department of History, M.D. University, Rohtak. The inscription records 
the construction of some edifice during the time of Sultànu'l A'zam Ghiyathu' d Dunya wa'd-Din A bil 
Muzaffar Balban as-Sultan (1265-87 A.D.). Unfortunately, the main text containing other details, is 
missing. This is the first inscription of Balban found in Rohtak and the fourth one in the Haryana 
State. Earlier, Balban’s three lithic records were found at Farrukhnagar in Gurgaon District, Sonepat, 
the district headquarters and in Barwala, District Hissar, and they-are all published (Epigraphiu 
Indo-Moslemica, 1913-14, pp.27-28, 45). 
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TUGHLUO - Of the Tughlugs too, No.C. 196, is the only loose Persian record, from Sahār, first 
ever discovered in the Mathura District, Uttar Pradesh, representing Sultan Ghiyathu’d-Din Shah, 
the founder of the Tughlug dynasty. This important inscription records the erection of a mosque by 
Mahmūd 'Uthmān Khalj out of his own pure earning under the supervision of Shams Mir Husaini in 
A.H. 725 (1325 A.D.). It has not been possible to identify the builder, Mahmüd ‘Uthman Khalj. In 
all probability, he was a man of some important official standing or a pious and devout Muslim who 
carried out this religious task for his own merit in the next world. 


LODĪ - Another record of great historical importance, is a loose ‘bilingual inscription, 
No.C. 197, of Sultan Sikandar Lodi from Sahar, Mathura District, Uttar Pradesh. It is a new Lodi 
record, discovered in the district for the first time. The inscriptional slab is somewhat damaged and 
records the construction of a Jami‘ Masjid in the town Sahar, during the governorship of Masnad-i-*Ali 
A'zam Humāyūn ‘Alawal Khan, at the instance of a person (name lost) in A.H. 920 (1514-15 A.D.). 
Masnad-i-‘Ali 'Alāwal Khan. referred tc above, is none other than the son of Ahmad Khan Mewati, 
grandson of Bahadur Khan Nahir. Bahadur Khan was a powerful Mewati chief who played a prominent 
part for more than three decades by ssserting his authority at the court of Delhi and by strengthening 
his grip within the hilly tracts of Mewat. After his death, his son Ahmad Khan was able to win the 
confidence of Sultan Bahlūl Lodi which he and his descendants enjoyed till end. His son ‘Alawal 
Khan and grandson Hasan Khan governed their ancestral vilayat during the reign of Sikandar and 
Ibrahim Lodi. It was 'Alāwal Khūn's son Hasan Khan who joined hands with Rana Sanga against 
Babar and fell fighting in the battle of Khanua in 1527 A.D. (Habib & Nizami, A Comprehensive 
History of India (The Delhi Sultanate), Vol. Five, New Delhi, 1970, pp.843-44 ; Medieval India 
- A Miscellany, Vol. IV, Bombay, 1977, pp. 37, 45, 52, 63 ; Ni‘matu’-llah, Tārikh-i-Khān Jaháni 
wa Makhzan-i- Afghānt, Vol. I, Dacca, 1960, pp.134, 156; Rajasthan District Gazetteers, Alwar, 
(Jaipur, 1969), p. 720. | 


It is to be noted that a Persian inscription from Alwar (originally from Naugama) in Rajasthan 
was earlier copied and published ( ETA PS, 1955 and 1956, pp. 53-54, pl. XIV d.). It belongs to 
Bahlūl Shah and refers to Masnad-i-‘Ali ‘Alawal Khan as governor of the district (wáli-2- vilāyat). 
‘Alawal Khan's title Masnad-i-‘Ali shows that he held a high status even among the nobility of Bahlūl 
Shah and that he rose further under Sikandar Lodi, bearing the elevated title Masnad-i-'Ali A'zam 
Humāyūn, as recorded in the newly discovered iriscription from Sahār. 


MUGHAL - Among the new Mughal records, No.C. 109, from Rohtak, a district headquarters, 
Haryana, belongs to Humāyūn and records the construction of a mosque at the instance of Mir 
Muhammad ‘Ah, a noble of high dignity and with the efforts of Oādi Bahāu'd-Din (son of) Sa‘du’d-Din, 
the hakim (governor) of gasba (town) Rohtak, in A.H. 944 (1537-38 A.D.). The noteworthy feature 
of this epigraph is that it records the name of the Mughal emperor alongwith the name of his consort, 
Begam Sultán, which is rarely found in Perso-Arabic inscriptions. It is the second new record of 
Humāyūn, discovered so far from Rohtak. The one discovered in the last century is dated A.H.945 
(1538-39 A.D.) and published in Epigraphia Indica (Vol.II, 1894, p. 145). 


Of une two records of Emperor Akbar, No. C. 110 from Rohtak records the construction of a 
mosque in the city by Mir ‘Ali son of Mir ‘Ali Husain, Dārūgha (i.e. superintendent) in A.H. 979 
(1571 A.D.). This inscription was published in the last century but most of its text had been left 
undeciphered. Then, neither the name of the builder, Mir ‘Ali son of Mir ‘Ali Husain, nor the complete 
date A.H. 979, Jumada II, 1 (1571 A.D., October 21), was deciphered (Cf. EJ, Vol. II, p. 147). 


| Akbar's another epigraph, No.C. 39,is a modern one, photographed from the village Shāh Chokhā 
in Gurgaon District, Haryana. Historically, it is an important inscription, acguainting us with a saint, 
Hadrat Shaikhu'l Masha'ikh Abūl Fath Sayyid Ahmad, son of Muhammad Shīrāzi Khurāsānī alias 
Sayyid Akbar ‘Ali Shah Chokha, who came to India during the reign of Akbar, alongwith eight 
palanquins (hasht palkhz). Throughout his life, he remained immersed in the service of Islam and 
breathed his last in A.H. 1000 (1592 A.D.) at the age of seventy. What is interesting to note is that 
the present village Shah Chokha is named after the saint, thereby indicating his great popularity 
among the people. | 
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There is no record of Emperor Jahangir. No. C. 27 is a metrical Persian record in beautiful 
Nasta'liq characters from Lakhanpür, Bhāgalpūr District, Bihar, representing Emperor Shah Jahan. 
The epigraph assigns the construction of a mosque to Firdsat Khan in A.H. 1051 (1641-42 A.D.) at 
the village Khurramābād. It appears that formerly Lakhanpūr was called Khurramabad. probably 
named after Prince Khurram i.e. Shah Jahan. The builder of the mosque, Firāsat Khan, seems to 
have been a local official under Shah Jahan in that region. 


There are five inscriptions of Aurangzeb from different parts of the country, providing us new 
and interesting pieces of information. No.C. 28 from Lakhanpūr, District Bhagalpur, Bihar, is a 
Persian record that assigns the construction of a mosque to a man whose name reads like Nir 
Afshan, in A.H. 1073 (1662-63 A.D.). Another record, No.C. 47, from Sarai Muhammadpir, District 
Gurgaon, Haryana, speaks about the erection of a Sarai at Lashkarabad by Muhammad Lashkar son 
of Firūz Khan in A.H. 1107 (1695-96 A.D.) It is noteworthy that the village was formerly known as 
Lashkarābād, after the name of the builder, in the Mewāt region. 


The other three records of Aurangzeb come from Kāūchipuram, District Chinglepet, Tamil Nadu. 
No.C 153. a metrical record in beautiful Thulth and Naskh styles, assigns the construction of an 'Īdgāh 
to one Shaikh Islam in A.H. 1116 (1704-05 A.D.) during the governorship of Nawwab Dā'ūd Khan 
Panni, the famous noble under Aurangzeb (Musta'id Khan, Ma’athir-i-‘Alamgirt, Calcutta, 1871, 
p. 483; Shah Nawaz Khan, Maathtru’l Umara, Vol. II, Calcutta, 1890, p.65; Athar ‘Ah, The Mughal 
Nobility under Aurangzeb. New York, 1966, p.219 ; Mirza Muhammad, Tarikh-i-Muhammadi, 
Aligarh, 1960, p.33). It further records the name ‘Aini as the composer and Muhammad Husain 
as the calligrapher. Of the same date is another epigraph, No.C. 154, stating that Shaikh Islam, 
who is referred to above, founded a market (patnth) and named it after him as Islāmpūr during the 
governorship of Nawwab Dā'ūd Khan. It further recounts that the revenue accruing from the said 
market would be utilized to run a free kitchen for the destitute. And the responsibility to collect the 
revenue and spend it for the said purpose would devolve upon Yella Palla Thulkarni and his sons and 
the violaters to this effect would face divine wrath. 


No.C. 155. dated A.H. 1117 (1705-06 A.D.) is complementary to the one discussed above 
(No.C 154). It contains an official order pertaining to the revenue demands of the government and 
informs the dwellers of Islāmpūr that the first grade weaving industries would pay two falams whereas 
the second grade (or) other industries, one falam every month. Similarly, the shopkeepers occupying 
the front row would pay two falams a month. As regards the Wednesday market, the shopowners 
would pay the taxes (other than the land revenue) according to the usual practice. Thus, the two 
records, Nos. 154-155, engraved on the obverse and reverse sides of the slab, represent the two 
aspects, viz, official notification and in response to it what the shopkeepers of Islampür had to do, 
taking cognizance of the rates of government demand from them. 


SULTANS OF BENGAL - Among the lithic records of the provincial dynasties, the Sultāns 
of Bengāl are represented by a solitary epigraph listed at No.C. 1. This Arabic epigraph in Thulth 
characters comes from Matchaghar, District Sibsagar, Assam. It records the construction of a Jami‘ 
Mosque (builder’s name not mentioned) in A.H. 915 (1509-10 A.D) during the reign of Sultan 
‘Alau’d-Din Husain Shah. It is the second new and important record of the Sultans of Bengal 
discovered so far in Assam, hinting at the fact that the Sultans of Bengal had their hegemony over 
some of the regions of Assam. The first record from Assam has already been published (ETA PS, 1955 
and 1956, pp. 33-34, pl. IX a). 


‘ADIL SHAHI -In the Deccan, of the ‘Adil Shāhīs, are the two epigraphs copied from Honnali, 
District Shimoga, Karnataka. Of them, No.C. 135 is a fragmentary and damaged record of Muhammad 
‘Adil Shah, relating about the construction of a burj (i.e. bastion) by Taugir Khan, probably a local 
official. in A.H. 1060 (1649-50 A.D). While No.C 134 belongs to Sikandar ‘Adil Shah, the last ruler 
of the dynasty, and states that Hoenhalli t.e. Honnali, was granted (in jagir) by the king to Diyānat 
Rao whose son Govind Rao built a bastion in the Shuhūr year 1073 (1673 A.D.), naming it after his 
father as Diyānat Burj. Such pieces of information as gleaned from the inscriptions are quite valuable 
for the regional history.

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NAWWĀBS OF ARCOT - There are two records from Ranipettai, District North Arcot, 
Tamil Nadu, belonging to the Nawwābs of Arcot. No.C. 185 records the demise of Jan Jahan Khan, 
son of Nawwab Khairu'd - Din Khan, brother of Samsámu'd Daula Bahadur, in A.H. 1208 (1793 A.d.). 
The deceased finds mention in Bahdr-i-A‘zam Jaha (Madras, 1961, p. 168) where it is narrated that 
he was one of the disciples of the Saint Hadrat Shah Nasir. The other record, No.C. 186, registers the 
death of Karimun-Nisa alias Hadrat Begam Sahiba in A.H. 1212 (1797-98 A.D.). Karimu’n Nisa who 
is referred to in the epigraph was the consort of Nawwab Khairu'd-Din Khan (ib:d., p.167). 


NAWWABS OF PATAUDI -There are three records from Pataudi, District Gurgaon, 
Haryana, representing the minor Nawwābs of Pataudi. Of these, Nos.C 51 and 52, belonging to 
Nawwab Muhammad Akbar ‘Ali Khan, are dated A.H. 1254 (1838-39 A.D.). These records were 
copied from two different guns, bearing the same text and the date. The date is that of the manufacture 
of the guns. 


Nawwāb Muhammad ‘Ali Khan. referred to in these epigraphs, was a descendant of a saintly 
Afghan family, originally settled near Sāmāna in the Panjab. His father Talab Faid Khan was closely 
associated with the Jhajjar family through matrimonal alliance and was in the Maratha service. 
At the discomfiture of the Marathas in 1803 A.D., he was employed under Lord Lake who in 1806 
bestowed upon him the Pataudi region in perpetuity. His son Akbar ‘Ali Khan, referred to above, 
behaved loyally during the Mutiny of 1857 (Imperial Gazetteer of India, Vol. XX, Oxford, 1908, 
p.27). While the third epigraph, No.C 53, records the demise of the Pataudi chief, Muzaffar ‘Ali 
Khan, in A.H. 1331 (1913 A.D.). 


MISCELLANEOUS -Of the miscellaneous inscriptions of Bihar, No.C 10, from Bhāgalpūr, the 
district headquarters, records the death of a learned personality Maulavi Fā'ig, the Sadr-:- A ‘la (chief 
justice) of Birbhüm (in West Bengal), in A.H. 1257 (1841-42 A.D.). No.C 24 from the same place, 
assigns the construction of a mosque to Mir Dàhü in A.H. 1267 (1850-51 A.D.). An inscription, 
No.C 2, from Barari, in the same district, records the death of Sayyid Imam ‘Ali, son of Sayyid Asad 
‘Ali, son of Sayyid Muhammad ‘Ali, son of Sayyid ‘Ishrat ‘Ali, resident and owner of the village, 
Sayyidpūr Barārī in Bhagalpur district, in A.H. 1269 (1853 A.D). In the light of this inscription, it 
is found that the full name of the village was Sayyidpūr Barārī that remained in use till the 19th 
century. 


No.C 14, from Bhāgalpūr, records the construction of a mosque by Maulavi Qadi Muhammad 
Natiq in A.H. 1273 (1856-57 A.D.). Its composer was Khāfi. No.C. 8 assigns the erection of a mosgue 
to Raushan ‘Ali in A.H. 1280 (1863-64 A.D.). Another record, No.C 11, refers to the death of a 
saintly figure Najību'llāh Shahbāz in A.H. 1280 (1863 A.D.). Another date in the same epigraph t.e. 
Ā.H. 1283 (1886-87 A.D.) obviously relates to the construction of the tomb. The composer of the 
aan Wee Sakhāwat. A prominent personality, Sadr-i-A ‘la (i.e. chief justice) Maulavi Muhammad 
Rafiq expired in A.H. 1282 (1865-66 A.D.) as is recorded in the epigraph No.C. 9, text of which 
was composed by Shuhrat. No.C 12 contains eulogistic verses about the saintly figure (Najibu’llah) 
Shahbaz, already referred to, above. It is dated A.H. 1299 (1881-82 A.D.) and composed by one of his 
spiritual disciples Sayyid Azhar Husain, (pen-name Azhar), resident of Dhaka (now in Bangladesh). 


No.C 29, dated A.H. 1299 (1881-82 A.D.) comes from Puraini in Bhagalpur district. It contains 
verses by Áhmad, speaking highly of the mosque and the tomb of Makhdüm Sahib. No.C 13, dated 


A.H. 1299 (1881-82 A.D.) from Bhāgalpūr records couplets, eulogizing the greatness of the saint 
Shahbaz Auliyà who is already referred to above (Nos:C. 11-12). 


A significant number of miscellaneous records copied from Haryana, shed new light on various 
aspects of regional history. They comprise mostly death records and others relating to the building 
actīvīties. Among these, No.C 99, from Maham, District Rohtak, records the construction of the 
tomb of Qatil Alkamali( ?), a saintly figure, in A.H. 907 (1502 À.D). No.C 82, from Dharson, District 
Mahendragarh, contains eulogistic verses, composed by Faidi, about the eminent saint Shaikh Hamza 
and his demise in A.H. 955 (1548 A.D.). It also states that the slab was (later on) fixed as a mark of 
respect to the saint by Shaikh Muhammad, the spiritual disciple of Shah 'Abdu'llah Sāhib-1-Sajjāda 


ad. 
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(t.e. the spiritual successor). 


Another record, No.C. 80, from Dharson, also belongs to Shaikh Hamza, referred to above. 
This metrical record in Persian recounts that Shaikh Hamza departed from this world in A.H. 955 
(1548 A.D.), followed by the death of his son and successor Shaikh J amal in A.H. 970 (1562-63 A.D.). 
The importance of this epigraph lies in the fact that it provides an authentic and correct date 2.e. 
A.H. 955 for the demise of Shaikh Hamza, whereas some chronicles are mistaken in giving the date of 
his death as A.H. 957 (1550-51 A.D.) (‘Abdu’l Haq Muhaddith, Akhbaru'l Akhyar, Urdu tr., Subhan 
Mahmüd & Muhammad Fadil, pt. III (Deoband), pp.118-19; Ghulam Sarwar, Khazinatu l Asfiya 
(Lahore, A.H. 1281, pp. 420-21). Shaikh Hamza was one of the descendants of Shaikh Bahāu'd-Din 
Dhakariyā Multānī (d. 1266 A.D.) and had his spiritual connection with Sayyid Muhammad 
Gesūdarāz (d. 1422) of Gulbarga. He flourished during the time of Bahlúl Lodi and Islam Shah Siri. 
His son and successor Shaikh Jamal finds mention in the A’in - i - Akbari (Vol. III, Navalkishore, 
A.H. 1297, p. 176). | 


No.C 35 is a record from Sujwari. District Faridabad, Haryana, copied from the mosque in the 
compound. of the dargah of Shaikh Ahmad. It is indicative of the fact that the mosque had been 
constructed by Shaikh Ahmad, a saintly figure in the region, and from the contents of the epigraph, it 
is apparent that the slab was originally fixed over the grave of the saint Shaikh Ahmad. The slab bears 
a chronogrammatic phrase : an Sühib-i-jannatul firdaus, meaning ‘that paradise-dweller’ yielding 
the date A.H. 986 (1578-79 A.D.), obviously the date of the death of Shaikh Ahmad. 


In the Karnal District. a record from Panipat, No.C. 71 refers to the tomb of Nawwāb Muqarrab 
Khan. the wazir (minister) of Jahangir, bears the date A.H. 1053 (1643-44 A.D.). His original name 
was Shaikh Hasan but he was popularly known as Hassü. His father's name was Shaikh Phaniya, 
son of Shaikh Hasan of Panipat. Shaikh Phaniya served under Akbar as a surgeon. His son Shaikh 
Hassū had greatly endeared himself to Prince Salim who after his enthronement bestowed upon the 
former the title of Muqarrab Khan and the rank of 5,000. He had been the governor of Gujarat, 
Bihar and Agra and later held the post of 2nd Bakhshi. Under Shah Jahan, because of old age, he 
was relieved of service with a permission to retire to Kairana, his native place and the jagir. As he 
was the custodian of the Dargah of Bu ‘Ali Qalandar (d. 1324 A.D.) at Panipat, he got constructed 
his own tomb in A.H. 1053 prior to his demise, near the said Dargah, as indicated by the inscription 
under study. He breathed his last in A.H. 1056 (1646 A.D.) at the hoary age of ninety (Shah Nawaz 
Khan, Ma'āthiru'l Umarā, Vol. III (Calcutta, 1891), pp. 379-82; Lāhauri, Badshahnama, Vol. 11 
(Calcutta, 1868), p. 613). 


No.C. 81 from Dharson, District Mahendragarh, records the death of a saintly person (name not 
given) in A.H. 1104 (1692-93 A.D.). It further remarks that the slab was (evidently) fixed under the 
supervision of Muhammad Ya'gūb, son of Dūla Khan, the attendant of the shrine. No.C. 83 from the 
same place, records that the edifice known as Shah Hamza Chishti Mahal was built in A.H. 1124 
(1712-13 A.D.) by Muhammad ‘Abdullah, the spiritual successor of the dargah. 


No.C. 78, a record from Panipat, District Karnal, fixed on the facade of the Naggār Khana facing 
the tomb of Bü ‘Ali Qalandar, contains a chronogrammatic sentence purporting that it (obviously the 
Naggār Khana) was built by Shamsu’d-Daula Bahadur Niknàm in A.H. 1136 (1723-24 A.D.). Another 
record No.C.45 from Palla, District Gurgaon, records the construction of a mosque by Muhammad 
Bāgar and Shakir in A.H. 1141 (1728-29 A.D). 


Another record, No.C. 77 from Panipat, pertaining to one of the city-gates, reads 
Bab-i-Faid-i-Nawwab Sadiq, i.e. bounty gateway by Nawwāb Sadiq, yielding the year A.H. 1149 
(1736-37 A.D.) for the construction of the gate. 

A loose record, No.C 41, from Farrukhnagar, District Gurgaon, was found near the grave of 
Faujdar Khan. Originally, it was fixed over the gate of the fort. The chronogrammatic text reads : 
Qal‘a-i-Faujdar Khan, i.e. the fort of Faujdar Khan, yielding the date A.H. 1150 (1737-38 A.D), 
for the construction of the fort. 
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. No.C. 90 is the record from Dujana, District Rohtak, recounting interesting details. It registers 
the construction of a mosque in A.H. 1228 (1813 A.D.) at the cost of nearly six thousand rupees, under 
the supervision of Muhammad Hāfizu'd-Din. It speaks about the co-operation received from different 
quarters, mentioning the names of prominent persons like Haji Wazir Khan, Aulad Bakhsh, Hafiz 
Faid Muhammad Khan and Qadi Turāb ‘Ali. As reported in the Rohtak District Gazetteer (p.26), 
Faid Muhammad Khan, on assuming charge of the jāgtr, constructed many buildings at Jhajjar and 
re-established deserted villages. He was a man of letters, and had assembled at his court galaxy of 
poets and scholars. He breathed his last in 1835. 


Record No. C 38 from Ferozepūr Jhirka, District Gurgaon, refers to the construction of a beautiful 
mosque in A.H. 1243 (1827-28 A.D.) by Ahmad Bakhsh. No. C 56 is a loose record in the Imambada 
Qabrastán at Pataudi, in the same district, saying about the sudden death of a beautiful lady named 
Buta Bā', aged 24, in A.H. 1246 (1831 A.D.), following the fatal wound of a sword. 


A record, No. C 66, from Karnāl, the district headquarters, contains a quatrain about the 
generosity of Bū 'Ali Qalandar, the popular saint of Panipat. It bears the date A.H. 1271 
(1854-55 A.D.). 


No. C 63 is a record from Hānsi, District Hissar, telling us about the death of Mukhtār Bahū 
Sahiba in A.H. 1274 (1858 A.D.). She was the consort of Alexander Skinner, popularly known as 
Colonel James Skinner. Another inscription from the same place noticed earlier (ARIE 1971-72, 
No. D. 27) refers to the death of his another wife namely Anwar Mahal Khātūn in A.H. 1284 
(1867 A.D.). Description about the Colonelis given in the work, The Golden Calm (ed. M.M. 
Kaye, 1980, pp. 11, 25-26, 165-66X An epigraph from Pānīpat, No. C 76 records the construction 
of a Jāmi'Mosgue for the second time by Mahmüd in A.H. 1280 (1863-64 A.D.). No. C 37 is a 
bilingual record from Ferozepür-Jhirka, District Gurgaon, that speaks about the erection of a bāort 
2.€. step-well, by Ram Pratāb and Ratan La'l, sons of Harkanth Rai Mahājan Shāhūkār Chorü Wala 
šā opis jāja with the co-operation of honourable Cripps Sahib Diwan Sahib Bahadur, in 
1867 A.D. 


No. C 54 is the record from Pataudi, in Gurgaon District that registers the foundation 
of au Imāmbādā by Sayyid Safdar Husain Khan, Extra Assistant Commissioner Bahadur (and) 
Administrator of the Pataudi State, out of his own money, in A.H. 1287 (1870-71 A.D.). No.C. 
106 is the death record from Kalanaur in Rohtak district, saying that Muhammad Karam ‘Al Khan, 
eae Pu Bakhsh Khan Bahadur, Deputy Magistrate of Ghaziabad (in Uttar Pradesh) and Rajput 
rats (i.e. chief) of qasba Kalánaur in Rohtak district (in Haryana), died in A.H. 1289 (1872 A.D.). 


EE ae pg i mom Sindh, District Gurgaon, speaks about the construction of a mosque by 

jShahin A. . 1292 (1875- 16 A.D.). Ān inscription, No.C. 87, from Rewāri, District Mahendragarh, 
composed by Ratīgu'llāh Qadiri and set up by him in A.H.-1305 (1887-88 A.D.), provides an important 
information Hunt this is the grave of Sayyid Ibrahim Bārāhazāri who was the mansabdār of 12,000 
turu the ēnā of Mahmid Shah (of Ghazna) and attained martyrdom while measuring his sword 
against the inñdels in A.H. 420 (1029-30 A.D.). According to a literary source, Sayyid Ibrahim 
Bārahazāri was a great scholar of his time under whom Sālār Mastūd Ghāzi completed his studies. 


He = killed ma battle on his way to Satrikh and lies buried at Rewārī (Troll, C.W., Ed., Muslim 
Shrines in India, Delhi, 1989, pp. 27-28). : 


Among the miscelaneous epigraphs of Karnataka, No.C. 127, is a badly damaged and 
weather-beaten record from Basavāpatņa, District Shimoga, pointing to the grave as that of Shaikh 
Ibrahim who left this world in A.H. 696 (1297 A.D.). No. C. 136 is a record from Shikāripūr in 
the same district, speaking about the construction of an enclosure round the grave of Bahādur Khan 
who expired in A.H. 1213 (1798-99 A.D.). While No. C. 113 is an epitaph from Baba Budhan 
Hills, District Chikmagalur recording the demise of Budan ‘Ali of Budhannagar (in the vicinity) in 
A.H. 1266 (1850 A.D.).. No.C 120 from Chitradurga, the district headquarters, recounts the 
construction of au ablution tank (haud) and a fountain in the mosque by a person named ‘Umar 
in A.H. 1269 (1852-53 A.D.). The text was composed by Nusrat. 
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Among the epigraphs from Rajasthan, No.. C 142 is an important and interesting bilingual record 
from Ajmēr, the district headquarters. This loose slab is now deposited in the Rājkīya Museum, 
Ajmēr. It contains an official order, inscribed during the governorship of Bala Rao Bahadur Ingliya in 
A.H. 1224 (1809 A.D.) under the supervision of Rao Sāhib Pandru Rang Jiu. It recounts that six and 
a half. villages had been endowed to the Khādims, i.e. attendants of the dargah (of Hadrat Khwaja 
Mu'inu'd-Din Chishti) long ago, and therefore, the officials should not cause any inconvenience to the 
Khādims about exacting nadhrana (offering) or jurmāna (fine) from them as official dues. It ends 
with an imprecation against the official violaters, either Hindus or Muslims. - 


Another loose record, No. C. 143, deposited in the said museum, is an official order issued by 
C.G.. Dixon. Superintendent. saying that the ghat was constructed by Manikchand (and) Milap-chand, 
seths of Ajmér, for the public utility in 1846 A.D. and that fishing and shooting had been strictly 
prohibited there. No. C. 139 is a modern bilingual record from Anasagar at Ajmer, saying that 
the marble buildings erected on the embankment of the Anasagar Lake by Emperor Shāhjahān in 
A.H. 1047 (1637 A.D.) were restored by the order of the Government of India in 1902 A.D. 


An undated record, No.C. 137, also from Ajmér, refers to the demise of one Muhammad Biba, 
son of Sultan Panni. 


A good number of miscellaneous inscriptions have been copied from Tamil Nadu. Of these, 
No.C.187 is a record in English from Tranquebar, District Thanjavur, which refers to the construction 
of ‘Dansborg’ i.e. Danish fort in circa 1620 A.D. by Ove Cedde, Commander in the royal Danish 
navy. Two epigraphs, Nos.C. 174-75, from Arcot, District North Arcot, record the death of La'l Beg 
Badakhshi and Ghauth in A.H. 1104 (1692 A.D.) and A.H. 1110 (1698-99 A.D.), respectively. 


Nos. C 166-67 come from Gad Ambir, District North Arcot. No. C 166 records the death of 
Mir Hashim and the construction of his tomb in A.H. 1118 (1706-07 A.D.) under the supervision 
of Mir Muhammad Husain alias Sayyid Kiyānī. The text of this inscription was written by Abū 
Turāb Shibani.While No. C. 167 assigns the construction of a mosque to Mir Safdar in A.H. 1120 
(1708-09 A.D.), under the supervision of Mir Muhammad Husain, mentioned above. This slab was 
also calligraphed by Abū Turab Shībāni. | 


An important epigraph, No. C 156, from Kanchipuram, District Chinglepet, records the 
construction of a beautiful mosque by Sa‘idu’d-Din Khan Bahadur in A.H. 1131 (1718-19 A.D.). 
No.C 180 from Ranipet, District North Arcot, assigns the erection of a mosque to a saintly 
figure Shaikh 'Abdu'l Wahhāb Hagnumā in A.H. 1133 (1720-21 A.D.). Again, No. C 157, from 
Kāūchīpuram, records the foundation of a mosque by Wali Muhammad in A.H. 1136 (1723-24 A.D.). 
The text was written by Hasan Muhammad. 


No.C 150 from Dindigul, District Anna, registers the demise of a pious lady named Nawwab 
Amirun Nisa Begam, wife of Nawwab Mir ‘Ali Rada Khan Bahadur, in A.H. 1187(1773-74 A.D.). 
Mir ‘Ali Rada Khan Bahadur, mentioned in the epigraph, was the brother-in-law of Haidar ‘Ali 
and maternal uncle of Tīpū Sultan ( Mahmūd Benglūri, Tartkh-i-Sultanat-i-Khudadad, Reprint, 
Bangalore, pp. 52-53). While No.C.173 from Virinchipuram, District North Arcot, assigns the 
construction of the tomb of Muhammad Sahib to Major Sūbedār in A.H.1204 (1789 A.D.). 


Among the miscellaneous epigraphs from Lālāpēt, District North Arcot, Nos.C.159-60 are the 
death-records of Bi Sahiba Bibi and Sayyid Karim Muhammad, son of Sayyid Shah Qasim, the wife 
and the husband, who breathed their last in A.H.1213 ( 1799 A.D.) and A.H.1225 (1810 A.D.), 
respectively. No.C.151 from Véda Sandir, District Anna, records the death of Hadrat Sayyid ‘Arab 
(son of) 'Abdu'r Rahim Auliyā in A.H.1228 (1813 A.D.). Of the remaining three records from 
Lalapét, No.C.161 assigns the construction of a beautiful mosque to Sayyid Sibghatu'llah in A.H.1232 
(1816-17 A.D.). While No.C.162, records two different git‘as, composed by the poets Nami and 
Raunag about the construction of the tomb of Sayyid Shah Qasim, by Sayyid Sibghatu'llāh, grandson 
of the saint, in A.H. 1237 (1821-22 A.D.). No. C 163 is a bilingual record, attributing the erection of 
a sardi for travellers to Sayyid Sibghatu’llah, who is mentioned above, in A.H. 1239 (1823 A.D.). 


10. INDIAN EPIGRAPHY 


Of the four miscellaneous epigraphs from Ranipét, District North Arcot, No. C 181 records the 
construction of a mosque by Haji Muhammad Ja'far in A.H. 1248( 1832-33 A.D.). An Urdū record, 
No. C 182, assigns the erection of a mosque to one Kalb-i-‘Ali in A.H. 1252 (1836-37 A.D.). Another 
mosque was built by Hasan ‘Affan in A.H. 1257 (1841-42 A.D.) as hinted in the epigraph No.C 183. 
No.C 184 is the death-record of Badshah Bibi, probably a member of the ruling family, who expired 
in A.H.1257 (1841-42 A.D.). 


Nos. C 168-69 from Vaniyambadi, District North Arcot, are the metrical Persian records, speaking 
about the construction of the tomb of Mastan Wali in A.H. 1262 (1845-46 A.D.) by Shaikh Madar in 
co-operation with Shaikh Ismā'il. In the same district, a record from Mēlvishāram, No.C 177, recounts 
the death of Sayyid Shah Qattal Husaini in A.H. 1300 (1883 A.D.). An Arabic record, No.C 189 from 
Thirumallaivasal, District Thanjavur, speaks about the death of Khatib Sayyid Sahib ai-Mu'allā, son 
of Khatib Sahib Labbey al-A'lā in A.H. 1308 (1890 A.D.). 


Among the miscellaneous epigraphs from Uttar Pradesh. No.C.204, from Shāhpūr, District 
Mathura, records the date of the construction of the Jami'Mosque (evidently) by Khan (name lost), 
son of Shahbāz Khàn in qasba (i.e. town) Shahpür, in A.H. 1223 (1808-09 A.D.). No. C 205 from 
Vrindaban in the said district, records an official order in English, Urdū and Hindi languages issued 
by Colonel W.H. Seemer, Commanding Officer, Mathura, dated 7th March 1866, as a sequel to the 
complaint forwarded by the residents of Mathurā and Vrindaban, saying that despite the prohibitory 
order against hunting, the British soldiers and their progeny persisted in the game of hunting in the 
restricted area between Mathura and Vrindāban, the places held sacred by the Hindus. The official 
order further warns that this act of hunting is strictly prohibited in the said area and violation of 
this order by anyone will entail punishment. This ordinance was issued by Allen Dean, Station Staff 
No. 6; Mathura, on 4th February 1866 A.D.
